Fair hoard celebrates 65 years

The Chamber of Commerce 
met at the fairgrounds on 
Thursday to conduct a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony for 
the newly renovated fair barn 
and hold an open house for 
public viewing of this years 
county fair exhibits. 

The president of the fair 
barn, Fred Brown, Jr., spoke 
first. “This is the 65th year 
since we incorporated, if my 
math is right,” he said. 


Wallace Taylor, county 
judge-executive, also spoke, 
pointing out that the basis of 
this country is agriculture. 

“I appreciate so much the 
volunteers who work hard to 
bring something like this to 
our community,” he said. 

For Earl Brandenburgs 
family, serving on the Estill 
County Fair Board has been a 
way of life. 

Brandenburg has been on 
the board for 40 years. His 
wife Javene, is also a long¬ 
term member, as are his 
daughters, Sonja and Missy. 

Brandenburgs son-in-law, 


Teddy Hunt, has served as fair 
board president too. Earl said 
Teddy and Missy played a big 
role in getting the grant which 
paid for the air-conditioning 
to be installed. 

Brandenburg has seen a lot 
of other changes over the 
years at the fair grounds. 

“I thought the horse people 
were going to hang me,” he 
laughed, as he told about 
their reaction to the idea of 
putting the center pavilion on 
runners so it could be moved 
during truck pulls and other 
events. 

Although the change was 


resisted, the idea caught on, 
and the pavilion has been 
mobile for many years. 

One thing that has not 
changed is that Fred Brown, 
Sr. still serves on the fair 
board. He is the only one who 
has been a part of it since the 
organization began 65 years 
ago, and he still serves in an 
advisory capacity. 

According to a July 29,1999 
article in the Citizen Voice 
and Times commemorating 
the 50th anniversary of the 
Estill County Fair, the fair 
began as a Lions Club event. 

Brown was one of the 


veterans who helped build the 
fair barn through a program 
for farm education, similar to 
the GI bill. 

Some notable acts have 
performed at the fairgrounds 
over the years, one of whom 
was Loretta Lynn. She came 
to Irvine in the 60s and drew 
a large crowd. 

Bobby Carol Noland has 
been a long-term member 
on the fair board for many 
years and was the first woman 
president of the organization. 
She has also worked with the 
beauty pageants for many 
y ears.

neurontin, klonopin, and 
smoked marijuana. He also 
stated that he had taken 
Xanax two days prior. 

Riddell was read implied 
consent warning but declined 
to communicate with an 
attorney. He did agree to a 
blood draw. 

Riddell was taken to jail 
and his vehicle towed. He 
was charged on eight counts, 
including operating a vehicle 
while under the influence 
of alcohol or drugs, first 
offense; failure to illuminate

Who will keep America going?

‘Tis the season to celebrate 
Americas independence and recent 
Supreme Court decisions. 

Last week, we praised the 
Kentucky Supreme Courts ruling 
prohibiting unelected bureaucrats 
from enforcing smoking bans on 
private property while giving elected 
officials a pass on a controversial 
policy. 

This week, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in Harris v Quinn that 
homecare providers are not state 
employees and cannot be forced to 
pay union dues. 

The ludicrousness leading to this 
case originates in Illinois, which 
forced parents providing care for 
their severely disabled children 
in their home to pay union dues 
via executive orders by former 
governor-turned-prison-inmate 
Rod Blagojevich and Pat Quinn, his 
political heir. (What is it about chief 
executives from Illinois using their 
pens to trump the law?) 

Their Caesar-like edicts resulted 
in labeling homecare providers as

“state employees” and unionizing 
them, which led to union dues being 
extracted from their already-small 
mostly Medicare stipends. 

Pam Harris, who cares for her 
severely disabled adult son at home, 
sued Quinn because she believes 
that “not a penny of Medicaid 
funding intended to help provide 
care for disabled men and women 
should be taken away and given to 
the union.” 

Harris and her fellow “workers” 
didn’t even get a choice of which 
union to join. They were “assigned” 
to the Service International 
Employees Union, which reaped 
up to $20 million in new money 
because of this scheme. 

The SEIU in its reaction to the 
court’s ruling claimed that the 
unionization of homecare providers 
“has proven successful in raising 
wages, providing affordable health 
care benefits, and increasing 
training.” 

The question follows: If the union 
provides such tremendous benefits, 
why does it need unconstitutional 
edicts from a felonious governor 
and his political descendant forcing 
people to join? 


We need to stop buying all foreign 
oil. We need to grow our own food 
and catch our own fish. We need to 
bring our jobs back to America.

Even if the SEIU provided such 
benefits, Harris did not believe it 
was in her best interest to join the 
union and allow dues to be extracted 
from the precious resources used to 
care for her son. 

It may be President Obama’s 
default position to get out his pen 
when Congress doesn’t do what he 
wants and unions to revert to forcing 
homecare providers like Harris to 
pay dues anyhow - even when they 
decide union membership isn’t in 
their best interest or they don’t agree 
with the political propaganda the 
$20 million in extra cash helps the 
SEIU propagate. 

However, it’s not what this nation’s 
founders intended. 

They intended for each individual 
American’s freedom to determine 
his own path in life - including 
whether or not to labor under the 
banner of union membership. 

That’s why along with some flag 
waving, I’ve been celebrating the 
First Amendment, which protects 
your right to speak your mind, 
worship where you choose and 
associate with whom you wish. 

It’s also why Kentucky needs a 
right-to-work law. 


We are spiraling out of control 
in America. In the meantime 
our Veterans are dying from 
poor medical care and our active 
soldiers worry if they’ll even have 
a retirement or medical care after 
serving our country. 

While our country struggles, 
Congress can’t agree on anything 
except paying themselves more 
while too many Americans are 
drowning in the pond of “Me, My, 
Mine and I.” 

America will make it but it will be 
on the backs of those who are willing 
to dream, work and compete. Those 
are the people that carved out this 
wonderful place of opportunity and 
liberty over 200 years ago. Those are 
the same people who will keep this 
country going.

“The right to associate also 
inherently carries with it the right 
not to associate,” Brendan Cole, 
executive director of the Kentucky 
Right to Work Committee, said.

Columnist says government has no 
business competing with private sector 


To join or not to join? That is 
the (right-to-work) question

One of the sorest subjects with the public 
is the price of gasoline and diesel fuel. Start 
a discussion on this topic and people get 
riled up. Everyone wants to stick it to the oil 
companies. 

Recently, Somerset officials decided to take 
matters into their own hands and start selling 
discounted gasoline to the public. 

Trouble is, the government really has no 
business competing with the private sector, 
and I don’t think socializing gasoline is really 
the best solution to the problem. 

Basically, Somerset is buying gasoline and 
diesel fuel at wholesale prices and, because 
they aren’t trying to turn a profit, they’re able 
to undercut the private sector by several cents 
on the dollar. 

Of course, that’s going to hurt the privately- 
owned gas stations in the area. Remember, 
those gas stations and convenience stores not 
only provide jobs but also pay a truckload of 
money in taxes—money the city is then using 
to fund its little socialized gas station and drive 
them out of business. 

Think of it this way: 

Socks are important to Kentuckians. They 
keep our people from getting blisters, absorb 
foot moisture, and provide warmth and 
comfort. They can even be made into puppets 
to entertain our children. People need socks, 


and socks can be expensive. 

Why, then, doesn’t the City of Somerset start 
selling socks? How about giving residents a 
deal on fishing tackle, bait and beef jerky? 

Allowing a local government to compete with 
private businesses on socks and bait would 
be idiotic, right? It’s idiotic when it comes to 
gasoline, too. 

What the City of Somerset is doing is simply 
unfair. It ultimately hurts the local economy 
and defeats the American model of free 
enterprise. Local government plays a vital role 
in the health of the community. It provides 
public safety, public works, parks, libraries 
and schools, among other things. One thing 
it shouldn’t do is compete with the private 
sector. 

Yes, gasoline prices are high. According to 
NFIB’s most recent Small Business Problems 
& Priorities survey, the cost of gasoline, 
diesel fuel, natural gas and fuel oil is the third 
most-serious problem facing small businesses 
today, behind the cost of health insurance and 
uncertainty of the economy. 

However, allowing a few bureaucrats to 
undercut private businesses isn’t the answer. 

Small businesses that create jobs and support 
the local economy face enough hurdles without 
competition from the very government that 
their taxes support.

Do you need a will? The simple 
answer is....yes. Everyone needs a 
will. There are many factors that play 
into each individuals need for a will; 
however, there is one fundamental 
reason everyone should have a will- 
-a will is the only way for a person 
to choose the manner in which their 
worldly possessions are disposed 
of after their death. Absent a will, 
a persons property at their death 
is disposed of by the state through 
a set of laws commonly referred to 
as intestacy laws. Intestacy simply 
means that one dies without a will. 

Intestacy laws will vary from 


state to state; however, the common 
theme among all is that absent a 
will your property will go in equal 
shares to your surviving family 
members. Normally it is split in 
some proportion between your 
surviving spouse and children. It 
is import to note that personal 
property gets divided differently 
than real estate. Most people believe 
if they die their spouse will get all 
of their assets. This simply is not 
true. When property passes by 
intestacy it can create unintended 
consequences and be divided in 
ways that a deceased person would 
not have chosen. This is especially 
true for persons that have young 
children, are in a second marriage, 
have step children or possibly have 
heirs with special needs or financial 
considerations. It is also a significant 
consideration for people that have 
lived together as partners for years 
but have never been married. 
Finally, it is very important for a 
person with no immediate heirs to 
have a will. For instance, a person 
with no spouse, children or siblings 
risks having their property pass to 
the state if their distant heirs cannot 
be located and identified. 

A quick story byway of example—I 
recently represented an elderly lady 
that had lived with her “husband” for

over thirty years. This couple had 
married young, had two children 
and divorced after a few years of 
marriage. They reunited a year later 
but never remarried. They lived 
together for the next thirty some 
years and raised their kids together. 
During this time they accumulated 
substantial wealth and the husband 
retired from a successful military 
and automotive industry career. 
When he died he did not have a 
will and both of their children had 
died. My client mistakenly believed 
that all of his assets would pass to 
her; however, this was not the case. 
All of the husbands retirement 
accounts were in his name and the 
real estate was held in his name. 
Because he did not have a will and 
his kids were deceased ALL of his 
assets passed to a sibling that lived 
in another part of the country with 
whom he and my client had not 
seen or communicated with in many 
years. Essentially, my client was left 
nearly penniless. I think we can all 
agree that this is not the manner in 
which he wanted to see his assets 
pass; but it is a perfect example of 
an unintended consequence of not 
having a will or other testamentary 
document. 

Many people believe having a 
lawyer write a will is an expensive 


process. Nothing is further from the 
truth. Like everything the cost of 
a will can range from the relatively 
inexpensive to very expensive 
depending on the complexity of the 
document. However, the cost of a 
will for the average person can be 
very reasonable. For example, we 
typically charge between $75 and 
$100 for a basic will in our office and 
I believe these rates are comparable 
to other offices in central Kentucky. 
These basic wills are what we 
call “sweetheart wills” where the 
surviving spouse receives all of the 
property and the children are named 
as alternate heirs in the event there 
is not a surviving spouse. They may 
include specific bequests of property 
to specific individuals or name 
guardians or conservators for minor 
children, but would not contain 
complicated items such as pour over 
trust provisions or complicated tax 
planning provisions. 

While there is nothing wrong with 
writing your own will or using an 
online legal form service to complete 
a will, I strongly urge everyone to 
consult with an attorney. Hiring an 
attorney is really not more expensive 
that doing the forms from an online 
site and you get the benefit of face to 
face legal advice. It is important to 
remember that forms are a “one size 


fits all” document and these often do 
not translate well from individual 
to individual, or from state to state. 
We frequently see self-created wills 
that have inconsistent provisions 
that actually create more confusion 
than clarity and depending on 
the situation can lead to litigation 
between heirs that dispute the 
provisions in these self-created 
documents. 

When consulting an attorney 
regarding a will it is often 
important to also discuss other 
routine documents that everyone 
should have to properly plan for 
the future. The first is a durable 
power of attorney. This document 
allows a spouse, or other trusted 
person, to handle your legal affairs 
in the event of your disability. The 
second is a living will. A living will 
is a document that sets out your 
wishes regarding medical care in the 
event you are incapacitated. This 
document is very important because 
it relieves spouses, loved ones and 
medical providers from making 
hard decisions regarding emergency 
or end of life care.

I puzzled over this 
galvanized metal object for 
many years. No one seemed 
to have an inkling of an idea 
as to what it could be. It had 
sat beside my Grandpa Bill 
Dickersons garage as long 
as I can remember. Grandpa 
had filled it with concrete. I 
added the protective coating 
of paint. Why wasn’t I curious 
about it when Grandpa was 
alive? Then I could have asked 
him. Perhaps he used it to 
shape pieces of metal much 
as you would use an anvil. It 
has been on display in our mini¬ 


state park’ welcoming display along with other antique items of 
interest for years while waiting to be identified. 

Because of the way it was manufactured it had to be very 
old. None of the seams were welded. The seams and lip had 
been painstakingly rolled over. The cone had been cut by a 
craftsman and riveted. It is the size of a small water bucket. 
What looks like the bottom in the picture has an imperfection 
on each side that looked to be where a handle had once been 
attached. Have I given away the secret to its use? 

Last year my curiosity was finally satisfied. I was watching 
a History Channel program about the early L&N railroad 
days. The L&N had fire buckets at strategic locations to use for 
putting out fires. This was one of those very old fire buckets. 
My grandfather had worked for the L&N for 50 years. It is 
obvious where he acquired this bucket. 

Why does it have a cone bottom? They were designed and 
manufactured in this configuration so the railroad workers 
would not use them for seats.

At Blue Grass Fair, Lexington, 

Week of Aug. 2 to 7. 


FIFEEN BIG ATTRACTIONS. 


Largest and Most Complete 
Amusement Enterprise in the 
World-Two Big Bands Furnish 
Music - La Rose Electric Fountain 
a Marvel of Beauty and Color 
- Wild West Features , Old Time 
Minstrels and Trip to Mars Fea¬ 
tures of the Show 

The Rutherford Greater 
Shows which will be at the 
Blue Grass Fair at Lexington 
for the entire week of Aug. 2 
to 7, is one of the largest and 
most complete amusement en¬ 
terprises in the world, carrying 
fifteen attractions including 
two big bandstand an import¬ 
ed Berni organ, big free acts, 
etc. 

This large tented organiza¬ 
tion travels on its own train of 
twenty cars, having all its own 
wagons and horses, and it em¬ 
ploys about 300 people for its 
various attractions. 

The feature show is the La 
Rose Electric Fountain. This is 
the only portable fountain in 
the world and has the distinc¬ 
tion of being the only public 
attraction ever allowed to show 
in the United States custom 
house in Louisville, Ky.

William Trent 

Williams, 82, native of 
Ravenna, KY, son of Isaac 
and Belle Trent Williams 
died on Tuesday, June 
24, 2014 In 1949 he left 
high school to enter the 
Navy, and flew with the 
Naval Air Corps Patrol 
Squadron 21 in anti¬ 
submarine warfare in 
the North Atlantic and 
Mediterranean. In 1953 
he entered the University 
of Kentucky, earning his 
Bachelors in Education 
in just two and one- 
half years, and later a 
Masters in History. In 
1962 he earned a Masters 
in Mathematics from the 
University of Tennessee. 
He subsequently taught 
for two years at Lafayette 
High in Lexington, and 
four years at the Sewanee Military Academy, where he served 
as Assistant Commandant, before returning to Lexington in 
1963 to head the high school level computer programming 
curriculum in the state. From 1968-1976 he was Headmaster 
of Bollingbrooke School in Peteresburg, Virginia, developing it 
into a K-12 school of 500 students. He also served as president 
of the Virginia Association of Independent Schools and was 
instrumental in revising the accrediting standards for private 
schools. In 1976 he returned to Lexington and served as 
headmaster of Sayre School for 14 years, developing many 
student and teacher enrichment programs. The annual Sayre 
History Symposium for private and public teachers received 
national acclaim; he was responsible for the renovation of Old 
Sayre; the construction of a building for middle school; the 
expansion of the upper school; the development of a fine arts 
center; and the acquisition of three playing fields. He authored 
the “Problems in Mathematics,” and “All Rise,” a history of 
Sayre School, and co-authored two texts on computer usage 
for the high school. He Served a [resident of the Kentucky 
Association of Independent Schools, served on the Board of 
directors of the Accrediting Agency for Private Schools in the 
Central States(ISACS), and chaired numerous accreditation 
teams. In retirement he taught at the American School in 
England and served as adjunct faculty for Midway College, 
Eastern Kentucky University, and Jefferson Community 
College. He is survived by his loving wife of 61 years, the former 
Peggy Arnold; children Jeffery, Robin and husband, Michael, 
Brohm, and Christopher and wife, Diane Cox; brothers Roger 
and wife, Lois, and Don and wife, Pat; sisters Barbara and 
husband, Johnny, Rison, and Kay Lay; and granddaughters Zo 
Catherine, Morgan Pauline “May”; and numerous nieces and 
nephews. Memorial service was held on Wednesday, July 2 at 
Beargrass Christian Church,4100 Shelbyville Road, followed 
by a private graveside service. In lieu of flowers, contributions 
can be made to Sayre School or Estill County Library or 
Doctors Without Borders.

Fall Garden Planning

It’s time to start planning 
how you can continue to 
enjoy your garden and even 
add new plantings. You can 
plant a variety of produce 
in Kentucky gardens in the 
coming weeks allowing fresh 
items to be available well into 
the fall. 

The cooler nights 
experienced later in the 
year as these vegetables 
mature may increase the 
sugar content of many crops 
and thus increase their 
quality. Cooler nights also 
slow growth, so crops can 
take longer to mature than 


in the summer. Keep this 
slower pace in mind when 
you check seeds for days to 
maturity. 

Late July or early August 
would be the time to make 
a last planting of bush 
beans, carrots, sweet corn, 
kale, collards, Bibb lettuce, 
turnips, and cole crops 
such as kohlrabi, Chinese 
cabbage, Brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, cauliflower and 
broccoli. For late August and 
into September try planting 
mustard greens, spinach 
greens, radishes, turnip 
greens and leaf lettuce. 
Before planting, remove any 
existing debris including 
crops and weeds to the 
compost bin and cultivate 
the soil. 

If the previous crop was 
well fertilized and grew 
vigorously you may need to 
add little if any additional 
fertilizer, otherwise apply 
about 2 to 3 pounds of a 
complete fertilizer such as 
“5-10-10” or “10-10-10” per 
100 square feet of planting 
area. 

Remember to keep fall 
gardens well watered as 


this tends to be a fairly dry 
time in Kentucky. A weekly 
irrigation sufficient to wet 
the soil to 6 or 8 inches 
should be adequate. 

This is more or less 
equivalent to a weekly one- 
inch rain. 

To learn more about 
fall gardening options, 
contact the Estill County 
Cooperative Extension 
Service at 723-4557. 
Educational programs of 
the Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service serve all 
people regardless of race, 
color, age, sex, religion, 
disability or national origin.
